L ike every other human insti- 

, tution, the Canadian banking system is far from 
perfect, but its sternest critics must admit that it has 
withstood the wear and tear of economic stress in a 
noteworthy way. In almost /every other importaat 
country there have been numerous bank casualties, 
and some of the most famous establishments of this 
kind in the world have had to resort to extyaordiaary 
measures to avert catastrophe. 

During the last ten years there have been nearly 
7.000 bank suspensions m the United Ststes alone. 
In Canada in that period there was but one. which 
occurred "in 1923.'" Beyond doubt, if the Cansdian 
banking system permitted a mushroom growth of small 
banks such as boom times develop south of the in¬ 
ternational boundary line we also would have a long 
list of failures with heavy losses to depositors and 
investors. 

It also is plsin enough thst if Canadian banks 
had been as open-handed with their resources when 
times were good as they were Urged to be in many 
quarters, the financial structure of this country would 
not be as sound as it is to-day. Like every other 
financial and business corporation, Canadian banks 
have suffered losses, but the system under which they 
operate and the policies they pursue—often declared 
by critics to be reactionary, inflexible and unprogres¬ 
sive in their relation to Canadian industry—have en¬ 
abled them generally to write down their losses with¬ 
out hardship upon investors and depositors. 

” Incidentally, it would pay the business world 
and private individuals as well, if in times of plenty 
they would prudently make provision for periods of 
depression, as the Canadian banks appear to have 
done, even if by doing so they expose themselves to 
the charge of being reactionary and unprogressive.

Ai far ax Canada's re¬ 
lations with New Zealand were concerned, the posi¬ 
tion wax very much the same as it affected our ex¬ 
ports to the southern dominion. The largest item was 
Sin automobile trade worth something like $6,000,000, 
while the greater part of New Zealand's business with 
■Canids was in butter. The Ottawa government in¬ 
creased the duty—raised by the Dynning budget from 
.one cent a pound to four cents, to apply to both Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand—to eight cents a pound. 
New Zealand promptly increased the duty on auto¬ 
mobiles and automobile accessories, following this up 
last June by removing practically every commodity 
'imported by that country from Canada from the 
preferential list, literally putting them on the same 
.basis as imports from foreign countries. New Zea¬ 
land still is smarting, under the loss of her butter 
market in this Dominion. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens will meet a representative 
of the New Zealand government about Christmas to 
discuss the possibility of a new trade treaty between 
the two dominions. It is to be hoped he will succeed. 
But the announcement of the agreement between New 
Zealand And Belgium is an indication that he will 
have his work cut'aut to repair the damage that al¬ 
ready has beogdone by the government of which he 
Js a member. -Unless there hat been any radical 
change in offmaleealiment in New Zealand, her dele¬ 
gate who will confer with the Canadian minister will 
take at the basis of his proposal a considerable reduc¬ 
tion of the Canadian duty on butter. It can scarcely

The problem thu* created Is one of the most 
difficult with which the new federal ministry hss 
to deal. Fortunately, we have at the head of affairs 
. a man who la thoroughly at home In the realm of 
high flnanoa at home and abided. He and his col¬ 
leagues may be depended upon to make both ends 
meet at the earliest possible dste.
